I  had  not  been  with  her  in  her  dying  hour ;  duty 
had  called  me  far  away:  but  very  iorcihly  now  did  | 
memory  recall  our  parting  interview,  when  for  the  , 
last  time  I  looked  upon  that  face  where  even  then 
the  near  approach  of  death  was  so  plainly  to  be 
seen. 

But  all  wa.s  peace  there ;  how  calm  that  placid 
smile,  that  serene  expression  w  hich  spoke  of  heav¬ 
enly  things,  of  untold  joys  upon  which  the  happy 
spirit  was  so  soon  to  enter. 

And  as  I  stopped  and  kissed  those  pallid  lips, 
how  consoling  l<»  my  h_*art  was  the  expres.sioii  of 
kind  affection,  of  joyful  hope  which  she  uttered  ; 
“  If  we  never  meet  again  here,  I  trust  we  shall 
meet  again  in  glory !  Farewell!”  As  I  turned  to 
leave  the  room  I  cast  a  lingering  look  behind,  and 
saw  the  upraised  eye,  and  felt  that  the  full  heart 
was  then  oflTering  up  for  me  a  silent  prayer  to
